inhering to us as joint participants of 
a noble heritage. 

For, in a true, Catholic and Christ- 
like spirit, we «houl4t forever chant

nut divided, all one body we, one in 
faith mt doctrine; one tu charity. 

Rev. sirs, we ate ecuguged in the 
ame t work of human evangeliza- 
tion with you, and although we are not 
hoary with age nor crowned with opn- 
lence, as are many of our more highly 
favored and time bonored denomina- 
tions, yet our efforts thus far at found- 
ing and establishing our work bas been 
most signally «ud favorably bleescd. 
And so, reviewing the unfortunate and 
very painful circumstances, which nec- 
eavitated our work, wo truly can but 
ray that ont of the cater came forth 
meat, aud out of the stroug came forth 
vweetness, "' 

Our church, the African Methodist 
Epizeopal” church of America, was for- 
mally organized in 1816, when Richard 
Allen, one of the most remarkable men 
of the 19th century, was elected as our 
Urst bisbop. 

This gave form aud stability to our 
chareb, as never before in all the 
many years of its perilous and event- 
ful existence, and the trials she en- 
countered from numerous and treach- 
crow enemies within and countless 
aud unrelenting focs without. 

Since the day and time referred to, 
we have elected and conseerated 21 
more Bishops, including the venerable 
Willis Nazray, who was specially vet 
npart for the work in this dominion 
under the name and title of the Britisb 
Methodist Episcopal church in 1856. 
But this brauch, through its duly ac- 
credited agents aud the late Bishop R. 
R. Disney, has again in the year of 
1880, returued to our heartiest aud 
warmest embrace, excepting perhaps a 
ſew churches which still remain unto 
themselves. 

Our members, though very few in 
the beginning, have wouderfully in- 
er , 80 now, we number over 
one-half million without any legitimate 
or lawful leader. 

Oat of the twenty-two Bisbops elect- 
ed, 13 have entere i into rest aud glory. 

But the nine remaining ones are 
«till ative and efficient ; most of them 
in the flush of mankvod, of vigorous 
health and massive intellect; noble 
propagators and defenders of the 
truth as it is in Christ Jesus. We 
have over 5,000 itinerant and about 
9,000 local preachers; We have nearly 
600,000 members and about 500,000 
pupils, officers and teachers in our 
Sunday schools. 

We have some 5,000 churches and 
nearly 3,000 parsonages, Which to- 
gether, with other valuable properties, 
vur 23 colleges, institutes, seminaries, 
&e., &c., will net over several million 
dollars. Aud 80 you will see that in 
conformity Sith cur Mecthodistic idea 
of push and conquest, that ours is 
really and truly a {ively, artive, work» 
ing Christianity, There is no stay or 
stand in Methodism, but « continual 
viriving against sin aud satau every- 
where, Our mission distinetively ia, 
to convert, ea and bring this world 
to God and His Christ. And if we will 
ouly surrender the will He will supply 
the way of its doing, as He declares iu 
Holy Writ That this Gospel of the 
kivgdom ball be preached in all the 
world for & wituess unto all nations; 
aud then shall the end come.” This, 
sirs, is the measnre and scope of our 
work, : 

We congratulate you on the noble 
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of one «lay's effort, 


selves, and hope that the work 80 no- 
bly begun will have a flual uud com- 
plete conmmmation. Only let ns 
consider nothing as dove while there 
remaineth ought to be done. 

Wo, too, are trying to emulate vont 
exemple on tho other side of the 
bridge, and hope that the day is nigh 
at band when not ouly all our white 
Methodist and all out colored Meth 
odists of this and other lands shall be 
united into two great bodies for active, 
aggressive movements against the 
Strougholds of sin and wtan; but 
whon we, as Metholists of every rac 
and clime, one and iuxeporable, shall 
be consolidated, united, joined; and 
not only as now, in faith and doctriae, 
but in the broadest, fullest gense, in a 
anion strong and powerful, predicated 
upon the invincible and ever-conquer- 
ing truth of God our Father, Christ 
our Redeemer, and man our brother, 
everywhere!” 

We, therefore, sirs, on behalf of the 
Ontario African Methodist Episcopal 
Conference of Canads and the general 
connection everywhere, extend onr 
fraternal greetings to yon, Mr. Presi- 
dent, to your h norable delegates and 
to. your noble constituency every- 
where ! 

And so invoke on. you and them 
heaven's rarest and richest blessiugs.

GOSPEL WORK IN AFRICA. 


MISSIONARY SNYDER TELLS OF 
THE „ben SLIDE” OF THE 
CONGO FIELD, 


A Godless, Wicked People Learning of 
Christ. 

A missionary's life is not all a holi- 
day. Sometimes bright days come. 
Sometimes one's heart seeme to beat 
+ joyous, gladsome beat; but these 
days sre rare. There comes to'the true 
missiouary a sense of nearness to Gol, 
as thongh oue coul feel the everlast- 
ing arms” and Hear the wings, 
this brings „ joy, and a pleasure, 
and a comfort, not to be mentioned 
in the same 1Treath with the world's 
definition of them. 

A person coming here from a north- 
ern climate must necessarily undergo 
that change known by the name of ac- 
climatization, and that means for some 
u very trying time, and often death. 
The sick ness of Africa is hamatuaric 
fever—it larks in the air as the snake 
lurksin the desert; you may tread on it 
to-day, be bitten and die; you may live 
in Africa twenty years aud never have 
the fever. You may bo well this even- 
mg and buried inside of firedays, yes, 
four days may be buried to-morrow 
night. Not much is known about 
hematuric fever. No symptoms warn 
one of its approach. Have yon a fever 
this afternoon? It may be homsturie, 
it may not. The bwmorrhage is the 
first indication and tells you what it is. 
The hemorrhages last, is a rule, two 
days - sometimes les, sometimes more, 
according to the treatment. My ex- 
perience is limited; but as near as I 
can tell, more die after tho bhemorr- 
bages cense than at the time they oc- 
cur. Thos who wurvive the attack, 
quickly regain their #trength, scem- 
ingly having suffered loss of strength 
only, due to the los of blood. Those 
who dic seem to have had not only a 
Joes of blood, but the blood 

dystem is 


diseascd kidueys, Some die of exhaus- 
tion. A very aatiefaotory treatment 
consists in freely purging, and admin- 
istering quinine in large doses, hypo- 
dermically. 

Next to this, in point of trouble, 
thongh not so deadly, comes the jig- 
ger” (sxrcopsylla penctraus). One has 
not to live very long in Africa before 
becoming acquainted with this pest, in 
appearance very much like the com- 
mou flea, ouly mu h smaller. The fe- 
malo inseet burrows under the skin, 
producing an intense itching not at all 
relieved, save by removal. If not re- 


has not occurred, and this new step 
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shows the inflaence of civilization and 
should be a warning to the state that 
should not go unheeded. 

Eight natives have just come in from 
u village a few miles away. I have 
been telling them of God and his dear 
Son. They say to me, Why don't yon 
come and live with us? Why is it that 
Mr. Sneppard, Mr, Adamson, Mr. Row- 
botham and you have sat hero 7ith the 
people of Ka Senga and not one of you 
come to ns?” What can I tell them? 
Mr. Sheppard is away; Mr. R— and 
wife have gone home; Mrs. Adameon is 
dead, and we are ouly three at this 
station. I have told them, however, 
that just as voon as I can, I will go to 
them. 

Pray the Lord of the harvest to «end 
more laborers. These eight natives to 
whom I have not spoken heretofore, 
evinced much interest in what I had to 
«ay, Here, then, is an open door; here 
is a strong call to the folks at home. 
There is not another mission for hun- 
dreds of miles aronnd. Three missiou- 
arics to a million of people!

Our dear Bishop Turner was 
very kind to have done me that favor. 
For some time I have not written to 
our friends in America wrought the 
V. of Missions. It scems that some 
facts stated in letters from our friends 
at Sierra Leoue used to cause no little 
«tir in our churches at home. I am 
$0 sorry for that. 

I am obliged to bring my case again 
before our friends in America. My 
need is great, I want a church. ITI 
managed to finish this, a great and 
good work will be done. My poor 
people and friends in this city have 
been rendering me all the necessary 
belps; and I know our churches at 
home will not be behind hand. I re- 
ceived a few letters from some good 
friends in Americas” asking me how are 
they to send mo money? And I be- 
lieve there are many more of like 
mind. It would bo giving 
the bishop and Dr. Derrick 


moved at once, the femalo begins to 
lay au innumerable amount of eggs in 
a sac and in « day or two s black spot 
is noticed where the itching is, and if 
you are at all skillfnl, the sac and in- 
vect may easily be removed, leaving a 
hole, however, in the foot the size of 


& pea, No one is exempt from this 
pest. Shoes will not keep them out, 


nor are you-ſrec of them from one end 
of the year to the other. 

Musqnitoes rarely trouble us. Wild 
honey-bees are exceedingly trouble- 
some at some times of the year. Scor- 
pions and centipedes abonnd; I can 
personally testify to the stinging 
properties of the scorpion. One stung 
me and for twenty-four hours I was 
in pain, Snakes do not seem to be 
very plentiful, I have seen but three 
kinds, one a small brown snake, said 
to be very poisouous; a green snake, 
the bite of which, the natives say, pro- 
| duces death, and the bog-coustrictor, 


tion early one morning and killed four 
goats and was in the act of swallowing 
one of them when be was discovered 
and shiot. I measured him and found 
his length to be twelve feet four inches, 
aud eighteen inches around. The na- 
tives told us it was a child snake” and 
proceeded to tell us of others meas- 
uring twenty feet. We are satisfled 
with seeing the children. 80 far 
we have failed to see auy wild animals 
of any consequence. - 

Word has just reached ns of the 
death of C. E. Ingham, of the Ameri- 


can” Baptist Missionary Union, on 
the lower Congo, It scems he 
went out to shoot an elephant 


and having accomplished this, he sat 
himself down on the carcass while the 
natives proceeded to cut off the tail. 
The elephaut was not dead, as it 
quiekly proved by rising and grasping 
Mr. Ingham and erushing his life ont 
aguinst its tusks. Having done this 
the hunter and hunted lay together 
dead. 

Word came to us a little while ago 
of a war on the lower Congo, between 
the state aud, the carriers. Tho re- 
«nlt was two white men killed, three 
wounded aud numbers of native 
soldiers killed; mails thrown into 
water and caravans, of course, stopped, 
When yon know that a loss of & mail 
may mean six months of news blotted 
out, and the caravans stopped means 
perhaps six months of food and cloth- 
ing supply delayed and very likely lost 
forever, you can readily see that this 
can be classed with the other Congo 
Croes:s.” One fact in connection with 
this war needs special mention, and 
that is this: seventy-flve villages nnit- 
ed in common cause against the enemy. 
This is surprising beeanse of the fact 
that hitherto in Coutral Africa, the 
combining of forces among the untives 


a «pecimen of which came on our sta- 


less trouble by postiug whatever they 
are willing to give to my address If 
you end a cheque to me it will be 
drawn on the agents of Messers. Yatos 
& Potterfield, in this city. I am 
obliged to stop the building just now 
for want of funds. The masonry work 
is complete. It remains the body of 
the church. We want boards and 
scantlings, If we have these materials 
they wonld go « great way to help us. 
I stopped the building till October. I 
trust before that time I will be blessed 
with hglp from my friends in America. 

My old friend, the Hon. George P. 
Downey, will see this letter, and 1 
trust I will have something good to gay 
about him in my next. Sister J. W. 
Young, of Leadville, Colo., has been 
always kind to me. Almost every 
mail steamer she writes me cheering and 
encouraging letters; «cnt me interesting 
tracts for my Sunday scholars and our 
people. She has promised to render 
me some helps for my new church. 
She posted me by the last mail some 
splendid Bible picture rolls” for my 
new church when it shall have finished. 
God bless her. 

There was a great stir among our 
Mohammedan friends in this city last 
week, owing to the arrival of a Euro- 
pean gentleman—an Englishman— 
who is a convert to the Moslem faith. 
This gentleman was an envoy of the 
sultan of Turkey to Lagos to decorate 
a Mr. Shitta with the grand order of 
tho Medjie (third class) for build- 
ing a large mosque, cost over 
£4,000 sterling, for the worship 
of God, which he presented to the Mo- 
hamedan community at Lagos. 

Mr. Quinlan was enthusiastically 
welcomed here a few weeks ago, on his 
way to Lagos to witness the opening 
of the church and to decor- 
ate Bey Shitta. Mr. Q., has fin- 
ished this business and has returned 
to Europe, He lectured in our town 
hall ere his departure, and it was a 
scene which I could not very well pic- 
ture to my friends, I sonde the news- 
papers, containing the particulars, to 
our dear Bishop Turner, from which 
he may glean some interesting facts 
aud insert in our Volck or Missioxs 
tor the benefit of our readers. 

I knew Mr. Shitta when I was at 
Lagos. He is a staunch Mohamedan 
and a very liberally minded man. He 
sent me 10 | — for my new church, 
throngh Dr. Blyden, our old friend. 
I must stop here. I hope soon to hear 
from our friends.

PRAYER AND EMIGRATION. 


Editor of tho Vorr's or Missions 
We are now looking the twenty-soveuth 
so85ion of the Pittsburgh conference 
of the African Methodist Episcopal 
church in the face, and when we be- 
gin to talk with it at Wheeling, W. 
a., in the A M. E. church 
on the first Thursday in 
October, 1894, the carnest, intelligent 
and wide-awake missionary will 
have thoughts, doubtless, of more sig- 
uificance and far-reaching, than at auy 
088100 he ever attended of the Pitts- 
burg conference, Bishop D. A. Payne, 
D. D., L L. D., whose every exist- 
vnde seems to have been for our mis- 
sion work in Africa, will not 
be present in bodily form. But if 
there be such a thing as his spirit 
taking part in, the conference it will 
do so when each missionary reports 
how much money he raised for the 
cause of missions, and on the cocasion 
of the Historical and Literary So- 
ciety” convening to hear the essays 
read on the last symposium! he gave 
ns, *'Why is it at the present time, 
while there are over two hundred and 
fifty million natives in Africa, « hand- 
fnl of Europeans can take their conn- 
try from them?” This symposium“ 
will be the cause of a great deal of 
interest—all things considered.

with a yet intenser pathos, the thrico- 
repeated intercession straggled forth: 
O Lord, give me Scotland, or I die!” 
Aud God gave him Scotland,

noble Christian loyalty to Christ and 
His crown, Now let me close thas: 
How Africa is soouest to be given to

Mouruing over the prevail- 
ing decleusion, and seeing that noth- 
ing short of severe judgments would 
save the guilty nation, he prayed 
that it might not. rain; and God shut 
up the heavens for the space of three 
years and six months. When the 
people relented and were property 
humbled, he prayed again, and the 


awful calamity was turned back, 
At a latter day the prayers 
of the good King Hezekiah were 


the means of reclaiming 
from the brink of destruction. The 
monstrous impieties of is father, 
Ahaz, had culminated in cutting to 
pieces the sacred ntensils of the house 
of God and cShutting up its doors, 
while idol shrines were built in every 
city of Judah. These Hezekiah destroy- 
ed and then he opened the house of 
God, aud had the priests reconsccrated 
and assembled all Israel, and they held 
a fourteen days meeting, and separ- 
ated themselves from their sines. Thus 
the Lord *Hearkened unto Heze- 
kiah and healed the people.” 
Coming to the Pentecostal

returned before wo left the tent. Hav- 
ing looked around to our satisfaction 
and noted the pecnliarities of these ani- 
mals, which the God of heaven made, 
we left and went home, The next thing 
we heard was a rumor that we had been 
to a cirons, which was not true, bat 
which set ns to thinking. Now «np- 
pose we bad gone to the cirons, what 
would we have scen? Nothing in the 
world but men standing up riding 
horzes and turuing somersantts, men 
sWinging on ropes and performing feats 
ef activity, for which they were train- 
ed from childhood, with some painted- 
face clown cracking jokes and telling 
anecdotes to produce laughter, to 
break the monotony; Now 1 ask, 
Where is the vn? What 
harm would it have done? Would the 
little langhter have been a sin that the 
elown might bave provoked? Would 
looking at horscs, mnles, elephants, 
zeals, monkeys and men juwpiog 
around and displaying agility be asin? 
Wo do not believe a word of it and 
nobody els» believes it. We believe it 
to be a speties of edntation, We 
never had any such law, anyway, until 
1880, *when Dr. (Gen. H. Shaffer 
brought in his «weeping bill to the 
General Conference at St. Louis, Mo., 
And if the church could get along from 
1816 to 1880, without that interde- 
tion, why impose it now? When they 
are para ling through tho streets 
every body looks and nothing is said, 
bnt when they are displaying their 
«kill, geuius and activity within the 
«how tent, it becomes a great ein. We 
do not beleve a word of it. We «ball 
observe the law, is we respect our 
hatch too much to violate its statutes, 
bat it is nonsensital aud the next 
General Conference should order it out 
of our disoipline. 

Everybody lets their children go. 
We have seen at least a half dozen of 
onr most prominent divines give their 
children money to go to the cirens, 
who would not dream of sending them 
to the ball room, or to the gambling 
saloon, or other places of vice and 
eorrnption. Yet these children have 
been baptized and, according to the 
genins of our church, art full rlembers 
of the same. But who ever thinks of 
expelling & child for going to a cirens, 
and if it is not a sin for children to go, 
how is it a «in for grown people? We 
do not believe there is one-tenth as 
much wrong in attending a cirens, as 
there is in two-thirds of these lying 
stories and trithless atifedotes, fre- 
__ indulged in by ministers of 
the gospel, at these entertainments, to 
which they are often invited. We re- 
peat that we believe that the circns 
feats and performances are a species of 
education, and are calculated to inspire 
courage, adventure, risk, dare, and im- 
part the elements of success to our 
manhood— the very thing th) Negro 
race needs.

A Learned Communication--By Rev. 4. 
L. Ridgel, F. E. of Africa. 


Of all the heavenly bodies none are 
of more interest to man than that clas 
known as Stars, Just here let ns any 
that there is 4 difference between a 
„tar and a planet, A «tar sends forth 
its own light, while « planet reflects 
the light of a «nn or « star. Our sun 
is nothing more than one of the 
mighty stare. When we say one of the 
mighty stars, we do not mean to con- 
vey the idea that our sun is the great- 
est star in the heavens, or that he is 
even one of the very greatest. 

That mighty star, Alpha Centauri, is 
said to be much larger than our sun. 
Our star is said to be moving around 
some other great sun, drawn by the 
power of specific gravity, just as our 
earth is drawn around our sun by the 
power of attraction or gravitation. 
That great sun of «ans is called by as- 
tronomers Hercules. However, in this 
article we «hall use the terms stars and 
planets indiseriminately, for the com- 
mon reader will hardly realize how a 
star can be a sun, or how « planet can 
not be « star. 

But as we have said, the mysterions 
yet heantifnl panorama of stars have 
ever been of interest to man. 

The Chinese were the first people to 
enltivate the science of astronomy. 
They were the first to watch those 
mighty worlds flying through «pace on 
the irrespective axes, 

The ancient Greeks were so much 
delighted and impressed with the 
starry heavens that they named many 
of their gods after the stars. From 
Greek mythology we learn that Venus 
was tbe god dess of beauty; Neptane, 
god of the ocean; Mercury, god of 
the merchants and orators, and Jnpi- 
ter was reverenced and worshiped un- 
der various names. By the Africans 


he was called Ammon ; the 
Babylonians, Belas, and by 
the Egyptians, Osiris. The ancient 


Lmans adopted the Greek mythology, 

hence were great star worshippers. 
All through ancient history we see 
that the varions nations were deeply 
moved by the grandeur and signift- 
cance of the stars. 

Why should we wonder at such when 
the heavenly Father himself declared 
that they should be for signs and 
wonders?” The stars have been a 
blessing to man in various ways; they 
contribute their faint light to assist 
the Silvery Queen” todispel the deep 
darkness of night; they enable the lost 


man to locate himself and reach his 
home; they for years were the only 
guide that wandering mariners had 


while crossing the mighty deep. 

They have been helpful to astrono- 
mers in surveying tne heavens and 
measuring the distances to newly dis- 
covered planets, A star was selected 
to gnide the wandering Magi over the 
Jadean's plains to the humble abode 
of the babe of Bethlehem. The Star 
of the East. Blessed star. It led 
man to the child Jesus. That star 
shoue steadily over monntain's heights 
and over valleys natil it came to him 
who was to be the *Man of Sorrows.” 
When it reached that ever sacred spot 
it stopped and seut down a stream of 
golden lustre into the humble birth- 
place of man's redeemer, introduced 
God and man and then purmed its 
heavenly journey. I wonder what star 
that was. Was it Venus, that beauti- 
fal planet that we so often ee Was 
it Neptune, that distant planet that 
moves along at the ont post of the so- 
lar system? Was it that mighty «tar, 
Sirins, or was it 61 Sygni or Alpha 
Centauri, whose light traveling at the 
fearful rate of 188,000 miles per se- 
ond is three years and six months 
reaching our earth? Or was it some 
of those mighty comets that have 
always been regarded as omens of 
some wonderful event that would trans- 
pire? Or was the term star used figura- 
tively? I donot know, But this I do 
know, heaven's desigu was carried into 
effect by means of a star or the name 
of a «tar. Thas we see that the stars 
have always held man in the height of 
administration, and formed the basis 
of heathen worship. 

But now let us turn to the 
hope. What do we understand by 
this? Such a star cannot be found in 
the solar system; it cannot be found 
in the milky way, nor in the Nebn- 
len, nor in the famous Megellartie 
clouds in the southern heaveus; it 
cannot be found in the constellations, 
nor anywhere iu the whole of the uni- 
verse, I mean the star of hope“ here 
mentioned, But let us see.

Five 
thousand dollars in cash was raised at 
this one mis&onary convention. 

Our church js making « poor record 
to my mind, The only real mission- 
ary church and congregation, to my 
knowledge, in Me connection is Zion 
A. M. E. church, Freetown, Sierre 
Leone, West Africa. Rev. J. R. Fred- 
brick, to say the least of him, is one 
of the ablest pastors in the connection, 
bnt his great friend and supporter, 
Bisbop Payne, is gone. After all of 
Bro. - Frederick's suffering, toil and 
success for our church, he receives as

Sister Sarah E. Gorbam, our mis- 
siobary at y, of the Sierra 
Leone Annual ference, Africa, en- 
tered into rest August 10th, 1894. She 
was just 60 years old, 36 of Which were 
spent in the Master's service. 

The first time I met Sister Gorbam 
was in July, 1890, on board the barque 
Liberia. She came to the country ten 
years before, and spent « little over 
one year in Liberia with « relative. 
While there «he traveled considerably 
through the republic «owing the seed 
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with marvelous success among the Li- 
berians, and especially among the na- 
tives, relioving the needy and desti- 
tute, and comforting the hearts of the 
emigrants. Roturning to the United 
States she settled down, and was untir- 
ing in her labors among our people at 
„Mass, where «he was univer- 

sally known and reepected. 
Sho was moved to offer her serviees 
to the A. M. E. church as a miasionary 


in 1889 upon the urgent ap- 
pes] of the Rev. 8. J. Camp- 
bell, who was then traveling 


through the United States in the in- 
terest of our Liberian mission, and 
came ont on her own charges with the 
express purpose to work in the mission 
the next year. It was then I first be- 
came acquainted with this truly great 
and noble woman. Arriving at Li- 
beria, she found that matters were not 
as were represented, and, being a lone 
woman, was unable to organize and 
work as she desired. So she left for 
Nierra Leone, where she joined us the 
same year in September. And, oh, what 
„ relief it was, overburdened as we 
were with the work in Sierra Leone 
ail in the interior among the . Tim- 
nes, We traveled together to all our 
stations in the interior, and 
che stood by my side in some of the 
greatest revivals we bed. not only in 
Freetown, but in our outstations, I 
have frequently been astonished at the 
wonderful power of endurance she 
poxsessed, and above all the extraordi- 
nary spiritual gifts and graces by 
which she was endowed. She was in- 
deed mighty in word and deed. 

At length she made up her mind to 
return to America in 1891 to recuper- 
ate her health, and to travel in the in- 
terest of the mission, principally to 
aronse the church and to put before 
her the possibilities that lie before us, 
and the urgent needs of the mission. 
From that time she labored untiringly 
in the east, north and as far south as 
she could travel for the same purpose, 
as many can testify. It was directly 
through her strong appeal that the la- 
dies of New Bedford, Mass, formed a 
committee, who ruizedt the sum of $200 
lor the building of the mission boat 
we have now in use, the best acquisi- 
tion of the mission. The P. M. M. 
Society can bear testimony to her use- 
fulness while over there in bringing 
the canse of missions more prominent- 
ly before our people, 
met her at the last General Con- 
ſorence in 1892, and we were often to- 
gether. At that time she expressed to 
me her conviction that the Lord wants 
her to retarn to Africa, and that her 
mind was made up to go, aud to lay 
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down her life, if needs be, in 
the service of her Master. 
She felt that in the church 


at home, there were so many, aud that 
her labor would be best directed to 
the heathens of her father land. We 
tried to persuade her to the contrary, 
on the ground of her advanced stage 
of life, but to no pyrpose. To Africa 
her last energies were to be given. 
Being strongly endorsed by the Mite 
Missionary Society, who assisted her 
to come vis England, she arrived here 
on the 28th December, 1893, full of 
consccration and cheer. However 
much her services would be valuable 
at Magbelley, 1 felt that it would be 
better for her to remain in Freetown, 
but she was over sanguine to labor 
among the natives of the interior, a 
purely heathen population, and ur- 
gently requested us to send her to that 


ference in April appointed hier to that 
station. We aailed from Freetown on 
the 16th April aud reached that station 
on the evening of the next day. We 
had a glorious time there at the open- 
ing of the new charch, and Sister 
Gorham was introduced on that oeca-

Our loss is more keenly felt, for we 
have 80 few and none to take their 


lace. 

4 Those who knew the late Sarah Gor- 
ham have no nced that anything should 
be written to stimnlate either the joy 
or sorrow with which the tidings of 
hor departure is received. They have a 
sufficiency of occupation both for heart 
and memory as often as they thiuk 
of her. On the other haud, for those 
who did not know her, a brief sketch 
would not suffice if they would learn 
the lesson, and catch the musie of her 
life, or wonld enjoy intelligently the 
gcenery along the path she trod. It 
wonld take a volume to tell what that 
lady was like, who in her 59th year 
turned her back upon all the pleasures 
of a comfortable home in America, and 
upon the endearing relationships that 
bound her to three generations of 
people, and spent the last years of her 
life in unceaging toil, amid keen priva- 
tions for the convertion of the heathen 
among tho Timnees of West Africa. 
How she wrought in this sacred task, 
and how she died, can never be ade- 
quately described even by the readiest 
and most skillful pen. 

Her life was unique, her death no 
less. She has left ns a precious 
legacy. The Sunday afternoon of the 
week she died, I was in the Sunday 
school, when «he cent for me, and 
hastening to her bed-side, «he en- 
claimed, The Master has come, aud 
said, Sarah, the time of your depart- 
are is at hand.” Are you ready, 1 ask- 
ed her, and she replied, I have pack- 
ed up long ago; glory to God, I have 
fought « good fight.” She then made 
several special requests of me, among 
other things gave messages to be sent to 
her church and class at Boston, Mass., to 
Rev. I. Gould, and other friends, en- 


favor and fallness of that peace which 
passeth all understanding. Say to 
them all, not one good thing hath 
failed which the Lord hath spoken, all 
came to pass. I administered the 
boly communion that night to hor as 
she requested. It was a seazon of rich 
bleesiug which I cannot describe. 
Next morning when I called, the first 
thing she said was, I have never 
been $0 disappointed in all my life, 
for I fully expected by this time to 
have been shouting on the other side. 
She however, gradually sunk but was 
perfectly conreions to the last. I need 
hardly tell you that ber mind was kept 
in the most perfeet peace, without = 
shadow of doubt or fear, conseiously 
upheld by the Everlasting Arms, till 
on Friday morning at 2 o'clock ebe 
quietly slept in the arms of Jesus. 

The aftegnoon of the funeral was 
very rainy, yet a very large number of 
people from different churches in the 
city assembled with the members of 
our other churches to pay their last 
tribute of respect to the remaius of 
our lamented sister. After the funer- 
al services were performed in Zion, 
the remains were conveyed to the 
cemetery, and hnudreds all along the 
road joined in the proceesion. Ou 
Sunday evening following we preach- 
ed the funeral sermon in Zion to an 
over-crowded congregation, an evidence 
of the esteom in which she was held in 
this community. | 

Sadly and sorely will che be missed. 
I have never felt bereavement 80 
keenly, but we do not lose heart or be 
discouraged ; we feel sure that God 
will still work, and that this mysteri- 
ous dealing is but a necessary part in 
the unfolding of His gracious plans.

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She entered upon her work with 
much pleasure, aud it is astonishing to 
know how much was accotoplished 
daring the short period she was per- 
mitted to labor there. The girls in 
the school completed a beautiful quilt 
she taught them to work, and the boys 
did more on the grounds than ever be- 
fore, in ſact à marked state of improve- 
ment was everywhere visible in the 
mission. 

The tirst week in July she took down 
with fever, and as soon as we were in- 
formed of it in Freetown, we sent off 
to have her brought dowo, where she 
could obtain medical attendance, but 
the weather being very nnfavorable, 
che could not reach here until the 28th 
of July in a state of utter prostration. 
The best physician, Dr. Reunor, of 
the city was called and in spite of his 
best efforts, with the most carefnl 
nursing of the sisters of the church, 
she suecumbed on the 10th, of August, 
three weeks after her arrival from the 
rivers. 

| do not hesitate to say that she 
might have held out longer and lived 
to render us valuable service in the 
mission field if we bad a better mission 
house at Magbelly for her accommo- 
dation. We hired the best native 
honse we could procure after the fire 
for our mission residence, but it was 
not at all suitable, and not being ac- 
oustomed to live in a native house be- 
fore she naturally took cold, the raiuy
